Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the courtesy of 
granting a brief telephone interview with applicant's attorney on 
August 2, 2006. The substance of the discussion during the 
interview was the procedure for placing the application in condition 
for allowance by carrying into effect the decision of the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences in the application. 

The claims of the application have been amended to delete 
claims which stand finally rejected and include only subject matter 
set forth in claims where the final rejection was not sustained. 
Accordingly, the amendment places into Independent form many of the 
claims which formerly were in dependent form, the independent claims 
now including all of the subject matter of the formerly dependent 
claims and those claims from which they depended. In addition, the 
dependencies of many of the dependent claims have been amended to 
assure that no dependent claim depends from a claim which stands 
finally rejected.
